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MADRID SEMINAR 
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1 . DATES OF MARCH 9 AND 10 FOR SEMINAR HAVE BEEN ACCEPTED 
BY FOREIGN MINISTRY SUBJECT TO AVAILABILITY OF OTHER 
MINISTRY REPRESENTATIVES. WE EXPECT NO PROBLEM. WE ARE 
PROCEEDING UNDER UNDERSTANDING THAT SEMINAR WILL BE HELD 
IN CONTEXT OF REGULAR MEETINGS OF AD HOC COMMITTEE ON 
COORDINATION WITH NATO (TO AVOID ITS TAKING ON LARGER THAN 
LIFE APPEARANCE) AND WILL THEREFORE BE CHAIRED BY THAT 
COMMITTEE S CO-CHAIRMEN, FOREIGN MINISTRY DIRGEN FOR NORTH 
AMERICAN AND PACIFIC, JUAN DURAN-LORIGA, AND EMBASSY 
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MINISTER-COUNSELOR SAMUEL D. EATON. OTHER EMBASSY 
PARTICIPATION AT THE TABLE WOULD CONSIST ONLY OF REGULAR 
AD HOC COMMITTEE MEMBERS: CHIEF JU SMG-MAAG, MGEN SLADE 
NASH, USAF, AND EMBASSY POL/MIL COUNSELOR ARTHUR E. 

BREISKY. CMCPS CO-DIRECTOR MGEN. STAN MC CLELLAN, USA, IS 
NOT A PARTICIPANT IN AD HOC COMMITTEE. WE CONTINUE TO 
BELIEVE IT USEFUL TO MAINTAIN CERTAIN DISTANCE BETWEEN 
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SPAIN-NATO DIALOGUE AND CMCPS, AND THEREFORE MC CLELLAN 
WOULD PARTICIPATE IN SEMINAR AS AN OBSERVER UNLESS SPANISH 
THEMSELVES PLAN MORE ACTIVE ROLE FOR SPANISH CO-DIRECTOR 
OF CMCPS. 

2. WE BELIEVE DRAFT AGENDA CONTAINED REF A WILL PROVE 
ACCEPTABLE TO SPANISH AS FRAMEWORK FOR SEMINAR, ON UNDER- 
STANDING THAT EITHER SIDE MAY RAISE ANY QUESTION IT 
WISHES, IN SPIRIT OF INFORMAL GIVE AND TAKE. WE WILL 
SUGGEST TO DURAN THAT GIBRALTAR NOT BE RAISED ON THIS 
OCCASION. HOWEVER, WE ALSO NOTE THAT THE ITEM LISTED BY 
THE EMBASSY IN REF B AS "BILATERAL DEFENSE ARRANGEMENTS 
AMONG NATO MEMBERS; IMPLICATIONS FOR THE U.S.-SPANISH 
TREATY" FINDS NO LOGICAL PLACE FOR DISCUSSION IN THE 
WASHINGTON DRAFT. IT WILL BE MORE DIFFICULT TO PERSUADE 
THE SPANISH THAT THIS SHOULD NOT BE DISCUSSED, SINCE IT 

IS HIGH ON THEIR LIST OF PRIORITIES. WE WILL ALSO 
FOREWARN DURAN THAT WE WOULD APPRECIATE A SPANISH LEAD IN 
INTRODUCING AN AGENDA ITEM ON THE "NATURE OF THE DEBATE 
ON NATO IN SPAIN" (ON WHICH EMBASSY IS PREPARING BRIEF 
BACKGROUND PAPER FOR SEMINAR PARTICIPANTS). 

3. NASH, MC CLELLAN AND BREISKY WILL REPRESENT THIS 
MISSION AT WASHINGTON MEETING MARCH 1 AND 2 (BREISKY 
PLANS ARRIVE EVENING OF FEB. 28; WILL REQUIRE 
AUTHORIZATION FROM THE DEPARTMENT). 
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4. MISSION REPS WOULD APPRECIATE OPPORTUNITY DURING 
WASHINGTON MEETING TO BRIEF PARTICIPANTS ON 
DEVELOPMENTS IN CMCPS, IN PARTICULAR THE PROGRESS MADE 
IN DEFINING THE MILITARY THREAT TO SPAIN. WE HOPE 
DISCUSSION OF MILITARY BALANCE AT SEMINAR CAN BE TAILORED 
TO SUPPORT OUR OBIECTIVES IN CMCPS. 

5. WHILE IN WASHINGTON, MISSION REPS WILL ALSO WISH TO 
ENLIST ASSISTANCE FROM WASHINGTON AGENCIES IN DRAFTING OF 
PORTIONS OF THE THREAT ASSESSMENT FOR CMCPS. THEY WILL 

BE PREPARED TO IDENTIFY MORE SPECIFICALLY AT THAT TIME 
SPECIFIC ITEMS WHICH REQUIRE FURTHER TREATMENT IN ORDER 
TO COMPLETE THE THREAT ASSESSMENT. IN THIS RESPECT, WE 
ARE IN AGREEMENT EUCOM'S APPROACH OUTLINED IN REF C. 

6. FURTHER EMBASSY COMMENTS ON THE PAPERS PREPARED FOR 
THE WASHINGTON MEETING MAY BE DELAYED SINCE WE DO NOT 
YET HAVE THEM BY POUCH AND WOULD EXPECT THEY WOULD 
ARRIVE FEBRUARY 22 OR 23 AT THE EARLIEST. STABLER 
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
